THE DIPHTHERIA EPIDEMIC.

From 
the returns issued by the statistical . office 
we, find that there were 11 new cases and 
14 deaths reported during the week ending 
30th September, and that the weekly average 
doring the past four or five weeks does not 
exceed ten cases. Assuming the correctness 
of these records there is nothing to cause any 
alarm or to jostify the statement’ that the 
disease exists in an epidemio form at present.

CYPRUS COTTON FJELDS. - 


The Colonial Offico “has published a report 
by Professor Wyndham Danstan on the agri- 
cultaral resCorces of Cypras, with special 
réferende to -cotton cultivation, and with it 
correspondence on the subject which has passed 
between the Colonial: Office, the High Com- 
ioner of Cyprus (Sir C: A. King- -Harman) 
Professor Danstan, aud ) thie British Cotton- 
growing Association. Professor Danstan’s re- 
port is. nearly eighteen months old, for he 
visited.Cypras in April, 1904, and his report 
was recgived at the Colonial Office in the 
following Jane. © In recent years the - prodac- 
tion of cotton in Cyprus has not exceeded 
1,000,0001b. pér annum (of which about one 
half gobs to Triesté aid Marsaillss), bat for- 
merly the production Was very mach larger ; 
during the Venetian occupation the annual 
exports sometimes fose to 15,000,000lb., and 
Cypros’ cotton . was especially esteemed in 
England, The industry is now in thé hands of 
small proprietors and leaseholders, and as 
ths rainfall is very variable the crop is liable 
to wide flactuations. Daring the American 
Civil War, American “Orleans” seed was in- 
troduced and did well on- irrigated lands, bat 
it has since degenerated, and Egyptian seed 
is generally considered unsuitable, though 
this conclasion is probably not well founded. 
The varieties now grown are two, known as 
wet’ and “dry” odtton, from the natare of 
the soil in which they do best. ‘ The yield 
is good; sometimes as much as 550)b. of lint 
being obtained per acre, and the average in a 
poor- season not falling below 260lb, to 300Ib. 
The “dry” ootton is not -manured, but farm- 
yard manure is often applied to the ‘wet’ 
cotton. Chemical fertilisers appear to be un- 
known. The “dry” cotton is harsh to the 
fonch and short in staple, but of satis- 
factory colour. It commands a lower price 
than irrigated cotton. “Wet”, or irrigated 
Cotton is usually of longer staple and of 
finer quality. This cotton obtains. in' Marseilles 
and Trieste a rather batter priée thau ordinary 
American ‘Upland,” ranking next, to the 
“Jamel” cotton of Egypt ; but in. Manchester 
and Liverpool it ia asually valued rather lower 
than American ‘Upland,” but slightly above 
‘short-stapled East Indian cotton. “Dry” cotton 
is valued at about one’half-penny a pound less 
than “wet” cotton. The cultivator considers
